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HERE Is'-"a- fascination about 
mountain climbing that danger 
whets rather than dispels and 
no task Is too difficult for the 


mountaineer to undertake: to scale 
lofty, rugged. Ice-dad cliffs la his 
greatest joy, and the treacherous 
glad or lnvH«s__and encourages hia 
spirit of adventure. While nature has 
given to the Rockies and the Sierras 
of tho United States stupendous moun- 
tains, noblo peaks and picturesque 
canyons surpassing In hugeness nnd 
height tho elfcvatU>n beyond the Ca- 
nadian border, yet tho Sulk Irks and 
Canadian Hocklea aro moro abrupt 
»nd rugged, presenting vast areas of 
glaciers and affording to tho lover of 
mountain climbing a heller field for 
the display of hla prowess nnd skill. 
These mountains uro growing In popu- 
larity, and every year adds to the 
number Who go there to conquer eomo 
lofty peak or to cross some mighty 
glacier. 


Formation Of A filaclcr. 


In -plain terms, a K!.icier is a river 


of Ice draining a rock basin nbove 
rilled to overtlowlng with Ico and snow 
and technically known as neve', but 
popularly culled a nnow field. In these 
high regions tho heavy precipitation 
Is always In tho form of snow which 
keeps tho groat rock hnslns full to 
overflowing. Tho prodigious weight of 
the mass compacts tho under snows

Into crystal Ice. This overflow, .pushed 
ilowly down the mountain by the 
enormous -pressure ~froirtrabover~con«- 
sUtutea tho glacier. Its upper part Is 
covered with snow, and. Its lowor part 
whoro tho warmer air melts the sur- 
face snow IB exposed Ice. This is tho 
"ice fall," and In contrast to tho snow 
covered-part-ls-calleua-"dry glacier," 
Heat and cold, contraction nnd ex- 
pansion, ami the unevenness ot tho 
bed over which It moves downward 
causes largo cracks to occur across, tho 
tco river. They are of all sizes and 
nro called crevasses. Sometimes they 
cross each other and tho result Is that 
when tho pressure from above closes 
tho cracks great Ico pillars of fan- 
tastic 
shapes, 
called 
seracs, 
are 


formed. 


These great masses of Ico stretch 


over vast areas, for Instance, the Ille- 
clllfiwaet snow field Is about ten square 
miles, while tho Columbia "snow field 
Is roughly estimated to cover over two 
hundred square miles at nn altitude 
of ten thousand feet.

tho Selkirk range, ono of tho few 
places In which they exist Along tho 
heads of tho high valleys they are

Up to 1333 there were no climbers 


in Canada ..who. climbed~for--pleasure~ 
Of course, there was tho engineer 
corps und the topographical survey 
of the Canadian Government, but this 
was work, not play.

ranges has become a genuine aport 
and u part of tho summer vacation of 
many Canadians.

jUccillewact Ico Cave. 


Tho writer In' climbing over the 


Ilteclllowact glacier came across an 
Ice cave with a waterfall In the rear. 
At this point the glacier was a deli- 
cate blue-green and transparent. The 
Ice had formed Itself Into seats around 
tho sides of the cave and. ono might 
sit in a cold chair and viow the water- 


ii, a thin stream which dropped for 


fifteen or twenty feet

place there was a mo»o of crevasses 
sweeping outward from the centre. 
Many of them seemed bottomless, and

to fully appreciate, the magnificence 
of this big lea field It Is necessary to 
study it under different aspects—In 
light, In shadow and with the sun 
sparkling on Its many Ice points, or 
when it is covered with fresh snow, or 
to follow Its snow slopes to the sky 
line and then turn and gaze upon th* 
dwarfed landscape below. Prom the 
crept of tha snow field to tho tonguo 
of tho glacier Is a fall of about three 
thousand feet—a pretty stiff climb, but 
worth the exertion, for tho seraca— 
groat pinnacles ot Ice, are alone worth 
tho trip. 


Asulkjin Glacier. 


Tho Asulkan glacier la in the same 


vicinity, and la even moro dangerous 
arid dlfllcult to climb. It presents oov- 
cral spectacular groups of seracs and 


a number of fine crevasses of great 
depth and lined with pendant Icicles. 
They resemble cavernous jaws set with 
sharp, cruel teeth, yot -when the sun 
plays on their walla of green and bluo 
they seem like some fairy cave filled j 
with gems. Patches of red snow, no i 
common In tho Arctic regions, are; 
frequently seen on tho Aculkan snow; 
field—a vegetable formation resem- 
bling a sea weed. 
H grows on the 


surface of the snow making a crimson, 
stain and la tho lowest form of plant 
uro.Any number of smaller glaciers exist 
in tho Selkirk* but the two mentioned 
are the most beautiful, although the 
"Gelk I5~I g-TCsrardcd-by-man y-«l I mbers- 
as remarkable on account of its al- 
most smooth surface. 
The Selklrks 


are separated from the Rockies by the 
low lying' valley of the Columbia 
River, and aro wholly different In 
structure-and_older.Eeol.08icalJy, 


Mount Robson. 


Tho highest peak of tho Canadian 


Rockies Is Mt. Robson with an altltudo 
of thirteen thousand, fivo hundred 
feet 
This mountain has a glacier 


gateway worthy of the most energetic 
mountain climber. 
La*t year several 


members of the Alpino Club of Canada 
reached Its summit and had some 
thrilling experiences on tho snow 
fields. Of course, theso people climb 
by tho aid of ropes, which Is tho only 
safo way to climb whoro snow and ice 
are encountered. Tho ice field pres- 
ents the best semes to bo-found on 
the glaciers of the Rockies. A num- 
ber of snow cornices form every'year 
nnd these aro extremely dangerous to 
climbers. 
They aro a sort of over- 


hanging cdgo of snow at the crest of 
a peak or ridge caused by drifting; 


ca Is formed by tho enow thawing j 
and 
freezing 
again. 
Should 
tho; 


climber step on one of these a bad fall 
is sure to follow. 


Victoria Glacier. 


Mt, Victoria, near .Lake Louisa, Is 


one of tho favorite peaks of the 
Rockies, It is ovor' eleven thousand 
feet_m_.height and has a beautiful 
blue-white glacier on Ua slopes. This 
great Ice field la said to be from 'two 
hundred to two hundred and fifty feet 
In thickness. In warm weather' the 
thunder of avalanches Is frequently 
heard at tho Chalet, for great masses 
of this ice break off and come thunder-- 
Ing down tha mountain. As distances 
in the mountains are very deceptive, 
it Is no uncommon th,lng for tourists 
to start to walk to the Victoria glacier 
under tho Impression that It fs a mile 
or two away, when, in reality the 
tonguo of the glacier Is about five 
miles from the hotel. 
During tho 


summer visitors are cautioned not to 
approach the Victoria glacier owing 
to tho avalanches which generally 
bring a shower of rocks as well. as 
Jco. Tho glacier alono Is three miles 
In length and must bo crossed In or- 
der to gain the summit. Even after 
tho main Ice field has been covered 
hanging, glacier and cornices bar tho 
way. From the top the view Is mag- 
nificent for countless peaks, lakes and 
tha beautiful Paradise Valley coma 
Into view. -.Lake Louisa Ilka a huge 


turquoise lies at the foot of the peak, 
with Lake Agnes and .Mirror Lake 
stuck Into the sides of a nearby peak. 
Wild flowers aro all about nestling 
even at tho edges of the glaciers, while 
far In the distance Bow Valley with 
the Bow River like a ribbon .of silver 
winding Its way through 'tho .valley 
can be scon. 
Altogether

est In North America- 


Valley Of Tlio Ten Peaks. 


Up in the Valley of the Ten Peaks 


glaciers fairly run riot. 
The one 


known as tho "Wcnfcchcmma Is the 
largest and resla agalnst-severnl of tho - 
peaks. 
A Jargo part of It Is burlod 


under moraine debris, which makes 
climbing over It both easier nnd safer. 
Streams from these glaciers trickle 
down tho mountains and keep tho 
flowers lu the valley fresh with their 
spray. 


Tho snow field of Ml. Resplendent 


Is unusually 'smooth and onuses tho 
climber little bother, but tho finnl 
stages of the climb are usually trying 
on account of avnlnnch'es.
